On  Sept.  20th,  at  11  o’clock,  Mississippi 
College  began  its  eighty-fifth  annual  session, 
with  a most  attractive  programme. 

Aftyr  singing  lead  by  Mr.  Estes  and  pray, 
er  by  Rev.  I)r.  T.  J.  Hailey,  the  editor  of 
th.-  Baptist  Record.  Dr.  J W.  Provine,  the 
newly  elected  president),  introduced  t’apt. 

\V  T.  Ratliff  who  in  a most  pleasant  manner 
-spoke  in  part  as  follows:  “I  greet  you  hap- 
py in  the  thought  that  you  are  back  again 
in  the  environments  you  were  recently  anx- 
ious to  leave.  The  feeling  of  comradeship 
comes  over  you  something  like  that  of  sol- 
diers who  get  together  after  the  battle.  The 
inquiry  of  the  soldier  is  who  is  left,  with 
you  it  is  who  has  returned!  I welcome  you 
hack  to -the  historic  town  of  Clinton,  once 
called  Mount  Salus,  the  Hill  of  Health,  hut 
afterwards  known  as  the  Seat  of  learning. 
On  one  oceassion,  one  of  Hinds  County  s ora- 
tors said  among  other  things  about  the  ban- 
ner county  of  Mississippi,  that  it  had  .lack- 
son,  the*  seat  of  govemfoent;  Clinton,  the 
seat  of  learning;  Raymond,  the  seat  of  ju*- 
i tice.  and  Amsterdam,  the  Pori  of  Entry.  * 
When  Mississippi  College  came  into  the 
hands  of  the  Baptists,  more  than  sixty  years 
I ago.  the  denomination  in  this  state  was  very 
weak,  but  today,  they  outnumber  all  the 
others  put  together.  There  are  those  that 
think  the  men  who  got  their  training  here 
have  had  much  to  do  with  bringing  about 
this  great  change,  and  with  making  Misrit- 
sippi  the  great  state  she  is  today.  \\  e find 
in  the  scriptures  this  expression:  Male  and 
female  created  he  them.  I take  this  to  mean 
that  one  may  be  a male  form  without  being 
a man.  If  I am  right  in  this  interpretation, 
then  I warn  you  that  a great  calamity  may 
he  in  store  for  you.  viz. : Of  being  a male  per- 
son and  of  not  lieing  a man.  Men-^uay  wear 
the  uniform  of  the  government  and  draw  its 
rations  without  being  soldiers.  When  the 
mother  country  refused  .to  regard  tlnCnghts 
of  the  colonists,  the  patriots  declared  for 
separation  and  Washington  drew  his  sword 
in  maintenance  of  that  great  principle. 
When  the  North  became  stirred  from  end  to 
end  because  of  the  Dred  Scott  decision,  and 
in  protest,  elected  Lincoln,  the  Southern  pa- 
triots of  1861,  following  the  example  of  1776, 
declared  for  separation.  Virginia  had  given 
birth  to  another  son  who  was  possed  of  all 
the  virtuea  and  patriotism  of  George  Wash- 
ington and  he  drew  his  sword  in  mainte- 
nance of  his  state’s  rights.  Now.  1 would 
not  stir  up  the  dying  embers  of  the  civil 
strife.  My  lifp  as  a citizen  of  the  Cnited 
States  for  fortv-fivc  years  is  a pledge  to 
the  contrary,  yet  my  contention  is  that,  if 
the  sword  of  Robert  E Lee  sheathed  at  Ap- 
pomattox is  not  as  stainless  as  that  led  by 
Washington  at  York  Town  then  all  who  took 
part  in  this  strife,  on  the  side  of  the  South, 
were  rebels  and  traitors,  and  the  noble 
young  men  who  sit  before  me  today  are  the 
* sons  of  rebels  and  traitors. 

At  the  conclusion  of  Capt.  Ratliff’s  ad- 


dress, Dr.  I’rovine  introduced  Mrs.  J.  D. 
Coleman,  the  head  of  the  voice  department 
of  Hillman  College,  of  whose  magnificent 
effort,  Judge  A.  11.  Whitfield,  who  was  next 
introduced,  said  “The  strains  of  that  heav- 
enly voice  may  die  on  the  breezes,  but  will 
never  die  in  our  memories.  I do  not  know 
whether  she  holds  a diploma  from  any  of 
the  great  musical  conservatories  or  not,  but 
she' needs  no  certificate  from  men.  she  holds 
her  commission  from  God.”  The  judge  then 
spoke  in  choice  diction,  eloquent  strains, 
faultless  logic,  and  perfect  rhetoric  on  the 
subject  “What  Shall  the  Harvest  Be.!” 

Without  doubt  this  session  starts  out  un- 
der most  favorable  conditions,  there  being 
present  on  going  to  press.  350. 

The  personnel  of  the  student  body  is  a 
feature  of  general  comment,  and  the  manly 
conduct  is  cause  for  congratulation.  No  col- 
lege can  ever  rise  higher  than  the  character 
of  the  student  body  which  compose  it.  Pres- 
ident I’rovine  has  introduced  another  feat- 
ure which  shows  progress  in  the  work,  that 
of  having  full  hour  recitations.  Heretofore, 
the  recitation  periods  have  been  only  45  min- 
utes in  length.  This  has  worked  some  in- 
eon  venienee  to  young  men  who  desired  to 
take  professional  courses  in  other  institu- 
tions. 

On  Thursday  night  following  the  opening. 
Dr  Sroles  preached  the  annual  opening  ser- 
mon. The  speaker  discoursed  along  such 
lines  as  were  capable  of  making  new  stu- 
dents feel  at  home.  After  the  sermon,  there 
Was  given  an  open  air  concert  which  all  the 
citizens  and  the  schools  attended. 

On  Saturday  night,  the  young  men  of  the 
Y.  M.  C.  A.  gave  a most  delightful  enter- 
tainment in  the  open  court  of  Jennings  Hall, 
with  a short  programme  consisting  of  music, 
readings,  and  short  speeches,  and  other  feat- 
ures. 

But,  MY!  MY!  Brethren,  you  ought 
to  have  been  at  the  SundAy  School  Sunday 
morning.  Think  of  it ; over  five  hundred 
present,  and  every  member  of  the  Mississip- 
pi College  faculty  either  a teacher  or  an  ot- 
fieer.  What  a power  for  good  in  the  Mas- 
ter's kingdom!  Not  only  are  these  conse- 
crated men  in  daily  contact  with  the  young 
men  under  their  tuition,  hut  even  on  Sunday 
they  are  engaged  in  teaching  the  way  of 
Truth  and  Life. 

On  assembling  for  the  church  services,  the 
old  chapel  was  about  full,  and  Pastor  I.ip- 
sey  measured  up  to  his  best  which  is  to 
say  “Good  and  Glorious.”  The  opportuni- 
ties and  responsibilities  of  a pastor  here  are 
possibly  the  greatest  of  any  place  in  the 
state  and  no  man  appreciates  this  fact  more 
than  does  Lipsey.

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The  Education  of  Womsn. 

By  E,  Y.  Mullins,  in  Concur. 

The  education  of  women  is  * theme  which 
appeals  powerfully  to  me.  The  eousi  1- 
« rations  wnieh  influence  th-  n-c*-s«ity  for 
the  adequate  training  of  women  for  the  du- 
ties of  life  are  so  numerous  and  cogent  that 
it  is  impossible  to  condense  them  in  a brief 
article.  1 name,  however,  a few  thinjgs. 

First  of  all.  women  are  makers  of  Our 
civilization.  This  is  a broad  stateinent. 
but  when  we  analyze  the  real  state  of  things 
1 believe  we  will  see  with  increasing 
ness  that  women  in  a peculiar  manner  Hand 
for  the  higher  values  of  modern  life  An 
eminent  professor  of  sociology  has  recently 
said  that  the  American  woman  especially 
stands  for  the  spiritual  as  distinguished 
from  the  material  side  of  life.  Herj  hus- 
hnud  is  busy  making  money.  lie  lia^i  not 
time  to  read  anything  except  the  newspa- 
pers as  a rule,  to  which  of  course  there  are 
many  exceptions  He  is  absorbed  in  the 
coirfpetitivc  strife  for  business  success.  The 
ideal  which  the  American  man  holils  bi-fore 
himself  is  the  attainment  of  wealth.  Wom- 
en on  the  contrary,  teach  in  our  day  schools, 
teach  in  our  Sunday  Schools,  organize  our 
women’s  dubs,  read  our  hooks  and  ^vrlte 
a great  many  of  them,  are  in  the  forefront 
in  reform  work,  outnumber  the  men  it)  the 
churches,  organize  improvement  assoeialiotis 
of  all  kinds,  patronize  art,  and  in  general, 
stand  for  the  higher  values  of  life. 

All  the  above  is  mere  outline;  thertj  are 
many  details.  We  could  begin  with  the 
iuflueuec  of  the  mother  on  the  child.  The 
child  is  ns  completely  in  the  hands  of  the 
mother  for  moulding  and  shaping,  ns  the 
clay  which  is  being  made  into  bricks  is  shap- 
ed by  the  moulds  into  which  it  is  pressed. 
The  ignorant  mother  nn-atis  a low  clans  of 
ideals  for  the  growing  child,  while  the  in- 
telligent mother  means  a totally  different 
conception  of  life  for  the  child.  Thei  de- 
velopment of  the  mother  is  in  itself  allnost 
the  highest  achievement  of  civilization. 
Women,  as  it  is  well  known,  predominate 
as  teachers  in  our  day  schools.  The  youth 
of  the  land  is  therefore  in  their  hands  for 
intellectual  guidance.  What  our  wopipn 
mean  for  our  churches  is  a commonplace 
which  needs  no  emphasis. 

Women  make  the  social  life  of  the  <|om- 
munity.  They  are  the  arbiters  of  fashion, 
of  social  custom  and  social  standards  jand 
ideals.  They  can  do  literally  what  they 
will  with  the  social  life  of  the  community. 
The  education  of  women,  therefore,  is  fun- 
damental to  the  right  structure  of  out!  so- 
cial life,  and  here  enters  in  an  especial  man- 
ner the  need  for  the  education  of  wofrn-n 
under  Christian  auspices.  The  educated 
woman  whose  moral  and  spiritual  ideals tare 
not  such  as  they  should  be  is  a menacii  to 
the  community  as  truly  as  the  ideals  of  the 
unspiritual  and  unmoral  man.  Education 
for  women  should  combine  the  moral  and 
spiritual  elements  in  the  highest  degree. 
Denominational  schools  for  women,  there- 
fore, are  among  the  highest  agencies  for 
good  in  our  times 


TH  BAPTIBT  HOPED 

Formerly,  it  was  supposed  that  women 
did  not  possess  the  capacity  to  receive  a 
higher  education  as  does  man  Mmvtu 
education  ha*  exploded  this  theory  long 
ago  Nothing  is  more  nonsensical  than 
the  assumption  that  women  art*  inferior  to 
nun  in  intellectual  capacity. 

Baptists  began  their  educational  witrk 
with  the  thought  wf  educating  th>-ir  minis- 
ter*. Their  colleges  were  established  chief- 
ly with  this  end  in  view.  Inevitably  the 
educational  ideal  was  extended  to  laymen. 
But  we  have  been  more  slowly  awakening 
to  a realization  of  the  need  for  the  educa- 
tion of  women  . We  are,  however,  coming 
to  appreciate  this  fact.  What  we  ne«-d  a* 
a denomination  now  chiefly  ia  the  educa- 
tional vision.  Education  has  been  inci- 
dental to  our  mam  work.  We  are  organ- 
ized for  tnissions — State,’  Home  and  For- 
eign. Our  churches  have  their  calendar  in 
which  the-  various  inisaionary  interests  come 
forward  for  consideration  and  for  the  con- 
tributions of  the  people.  When  shall  we, 
a*  a denomination,  come  to  a realization  of 
the  fact  that  we  must  make  education  or- 
game  in  our  scheme  of  things  if  we  are  to 
realize  our  destiny.  The  education  of 
women  will  coiue  in  for  a large  share  of  >>ur 
interest  ami  sympathy  whenever  we  grasp 
this  educational  problem  adequately.

' The  School  of  the  Church.”

“The  School  of  the  t humb”  is  the  title 
of  a n<  w hook  by  Dr  J.  M Fro»t.  D.  D . Ihe 
able  seerdary  of  our  Sunday  School  Board 
It  'has  sometimes  heen  said  that  Dr  Ernst 
was  giving  to  exclusive  thought  and  atten- 
tion to  the  financial  side  of  the  Sunday 
Sehtool  work,  if  this  charge  was  ever  true, 
it  is  no  longer  so.  for  noliody  has  more 
highly  exalted  ami  emphasized  the  spiritual 
side  of  the  Sunday  School  than  he  has  done 
in  this  ta»ok.  Dr  Frost  is  always  happy 
in  the  dioiee  of  titles  for  his  books  and  no 
less  so  is  this  than  in  former  eases.  "The 
School  o.f  the  Church”  is  a much  more  sat- 
i-Tnctory  designation  than  “Sunday  School” 
or  “Bible  School.”  for  it  indicates  *the  re- 
lation of  the  school  to  the  church,  and  tn 
the  work  of  the  kingdom  of  God.  We  shall 
probably  continue  to  call  it  the  “Sunday 
School"  which  oulv  designates  the  tune  of 
its  meeting,  hut  the  designation.  “School 
of  the  Chufch"  indicates  that  it  is  to  do  the 
work  of  the  church;  llmt  it  is  the  church  at 
work  in  a certain  way;  that  it  is  and  sliouin 
he  controlled  and  sup|Kirted  by  the  church. 
All  these  ideas  ami  more  are  fully  and  help- 
fully developed  in  a series  of  fourteen  chap- 
ters, whose  title  indicates  the  wide  scope  of' 
the  work. 

Some  of  the  moAt  striking  are  “The  Three- 
fold  Church  Relation.”  “The  Function  of 
Churchy  Teaching.”  “A  Method  of  Church 
Instruction',’’  “A  Spiritual  Pedagogy  for 
This  School,”  “The  Sunday  School  and 
Other  Schools.-”  “The  Propaganda  of  New 
Testament  Principles  ” In  these  and  oth- 
er chapters  Dr.  Frost  has  given  us  a glimjise 
ef  the  history  of  the  Sunday  School*,  has 
shown  its  proper  rvlation  to  the  church  slid 
to  the  schools  has  emphasized  its  vast  im- 
portance in  the  work  of  God’s  kingdom,  has 
shown  the  place, of  the  pastor  in  the  school 
in  stimulating  and  directing  all  its  activities 
ami  especially  in  the  training  and  guiding 
of  its  teachers.  Its  wide  \ reading  must 
greatly  help  not  only  our  Sunday  School*, 
but  also  all  departments  of  our  work.  The 
exalted  view  of  the  teachers’  function  and 
of  the  preparation  of  heart  and  head  which 
iie  ought' to  have,  is  almost  discouraging  it  is 
so  high.  Who  can  attain  unto  it  and  yet 
who  can  say  that  it  is  not  wholly  just  ? 

Again,  Dr.  Frost’s  conception  of  the  prop, 
ir  relation  between  the  Sunday  School  and 
the  church  is  undoubtedly  the  true  one.  and 
yet  how  far  short  of  it  do  the  great  major- 
ity of  our  ehurrihe*  and  pastor*  come.  It 
is  no  uncommon!  thing  to  find  pastor*  who 
are  indiffer-iit  tn  the  Sunday  School,  feel- 


ing that  it  constitutes  no  |*art  of  their  work, 
or  |hev  am  unable  to  work  intelligently  or 
surecaafully  in  the  Sum  lay  School  Even 
mom  often,  perha|»*.  we  find  churches 
where  the  organization  a*  a whole  i*  either 
indifferent  to  the  Sunday  Seh««d.  or  (lent 
only  on  controlling  it  while  it*  sup|>ort  i» 
left  to  a few  elect  mmls  who  struggle  on  at 
best  with  nothing  but  the  sympathy  of  tlmii* 
fellows  Our  greatest  no-d  in  the  Sunday  4 
Schools  today  is  a body  of  trained  amt  ef.

The  only  rash  act  recorded  in  the  life  of 
Elisha  is  the  curse  pronounced  against  those  I 
little  children  who  mocked  him.

Dangerous  Short  Cuts 


Newton  and  Hickory 


The  disastrous  wreck  of  the  Italian  steam- 
er Sirio  off  the  roast  of  Spain  a short  time 
ago  draws  attention  to  the  unnecessary  risks 
too  often  run  in  attempting  dangerous  short- 
cuts. The  captain  of  the  steamer  in  his 
overhaste  to  save  time  ran  his  vessel  upon 
the  rocks,  destroying  the  lives  of  more  than 
three  hundred  people,  and  visiting  upon  him- 
self the  penally  of  his  rashness  by  commit- 
ting suicide  a*  the  boat  sank  beneath  the 
waves.. 

The  tendency  of  modern  industrialism  in 
many  walks  of  life  is  towards  the  danger- 
ous short-cuts.  Our  zeal  to  travel  faster 
makes  us  reckless  of  all  laws  of  safety  nno 
precaution  To  the  dangerous  short-cuts 
are  to  he  charged  up  hundreds  of  thousands 
of  lives  and  millions  of  dollars  of  property 
unnecessarily  sacrificed  on  both  land  and 
sea  year  after  year. 

Nor  is  the  mere  loss  of  life  and  physical 
property  the  only  tribute  that  is  exacted. 
The  temptation  to  try  dangerous  short-cuts 
to  wealth  is  most  subversive  of  moral  sensi- 
bilities The  get-rich-quick  ideas  tr.’ae  no 
account  of  whether  the  path  to  the  goal  is 
the  straight  road  or  the  crooked  lane.  It 
is  safe  to  say  that  nine-tenths  of  those  who 
go  wrong  in  a business  way  have  no  evil 
intentions  at  the  start,  but  are  misled  into 
taking  a dangerous  short-cut  to  fortune  ami 
get  grounded  upon  the  rook*  before  they 
realize  where  they  are. 

The  moral  has  been  pointed  out  over  and 
over,  but  cannot  be  preached  too  often.  The 
safe  road  is  the  best  road,  even  if  it  is  not 
the  shortest.  The  short-cut  that  leads  to 
disaster  brings  no  reward  except  misery

nineteen  reports  of  meetings,  the  writer 
counted  551  words  used  in  honoring  the 
preachers  who  did  the  preaching  and  some 
others  who  hel|>ed,  and  seventy-six  words  in 
giving  God  the  praise.

It  1*  estimated  that  all  of  the  Im- 
portant monumental  landmarks  of 
the  world  could  he  reproduced  from 
them  without  fear  of  diminution 
The  principal  formation  for  instance, 
a huge  deposit  over  sixty  miles  long, 
from  two  to  three  miles  wide  and 
any  where  from  150  to  200  feet 
deep,  contains  at  least  five  hundred 
billion  feet  of  workable  marble. 

Georgia  Marble  is  peculiarly  well 
adapted  for  buildings  that  are  con- 
structed for  permanency  as  well  as
